Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

L Claims 1, 2, 6, 10-14 and 23 are drawn to production control system, method and 
program for producing products from parts using a calculation module to 
calculate effective surplus production quantity, classified in class 700, subclass 
95. 

II. Claims 3, 7, 15-18 and 24 are drawn to production control system, method and 
program for producing products from parts using consolidated contribution profit, 
classified in class 700, subclass 95. 

III. Claims 4, 8, 19, 20, 22 and 25 are drawn to production control system, method 
and program for producing products from parts using CF data calculation module, 
classified in class 700, subclass 95. 

IV. Claims 5, 9, 21 and 26 are drawn to production control system, method and 
program for producing products from parts using upper level department CF data 
obtaining module and lower level department CF data obtaining module, 
classified in class 700, subclass 95. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Each of the groups uses a different specific product data value: surplus(I), profit(II), CF 

data(HI), upper and lower CF(IV). 
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3. A telephone call was made to Martin J. Spivak on June 28 th , 2205 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
